The book of the general quarter sessions, held at Cashel in January 1833, has been lost, consequently, the 
particulars of that quarter sessions cannot now be ascertained ; but the 45 1. 6 s. 4 d. was the amount I received at 
that sessions, making the gross amount of my fees and emoluments correct for the year. 

Small office fees include searches, certificates, Crown and compulsory summonses. Timber registry, fire-arms 
registry and freehold registry, to the best of my belief, do not amount to a greater sum than 40 1 . ; say 5 1. at 
each session. It was impossible to keep an accurate account, from the circumstance of many of these different 
fees not being paid.

The clerk of the peace respectfully submits, that a severe and arduous duty was imposed 
upon him, under the Act of the second and third year of the reign of His present Majesty, 
c. 88, as to the registry of freeholds in the county of Westmeath, and borough of Athlone. 
3,613 notices were served upon him by persons of their intention to apply to be registered ; 
that a great labour and expense was incurred in the entry and alphabetical arrangement (by 
himself and several clerks) of the lists for the printers. 

That he attended the sessions for the registry of the freeholders of the county of West- 
meath, and for the borough of Athlone, all through the county and borough, with the neces- 
sary records, affidavits and certificates. 

That the expenses incurred in travelling through said county and borough, and living at 
hotels, was very heavy, there having been six stations for registry, and many adjournments 
from each place and returns thereto. 

That the registry continued for 39 days inclusive, and that the sittings in court and 
duties were most harassing, being on an average upwards of 11 hours each day. He 
therefore humbly relies upon the justice of the Government to be reimbursed for his ex- 
penses, and remunerated for the hard and additional duty, and takes leave to refer to the 
registering barrister, William Elliott Hudson, Esq., and also to the Members for the county 
of Westmeath, and also for the borough of Athlone, for an account of the manner in which 
the duties of his office were performed.
